ASKS CONSTRUCTION 

Mills told the commission that he 
would like to rezone his portion of 
the Middlefield road frontage to 
allow construction of a Spanish- 
type retail florist store. He pointed 
out that the city has no zoning con- 
trol over the area at the present 
time. 

O'Keefe said that, if a small num- 
ber of lots were included in the re- 
quest for annexation, the matter 
could be accomplished in a relatively 
short time. 

Sitting a&§ a board of architectural 
control the commission also approv- 
ed a sketch submitted by Victor 
Greisser, Menlo Park realtor, for an 
office building to be constructed on 
the east side of Alma street between 
Ravenswood and Oak Grove ave- 
nues. Greisser told the board that 
the building, to be constructed ad- 
jacent to the Menlo Square Market, 
will be of similar architecture and 
will have adequate off-street park- 
ing. 

Greisser also submitted maps o 
lots owened by Mary Whipple fac- 
ing San Mateo drive and for approv- 
al of subdivision of lots facing both 
Fremont and Arbor road owned by 
Oliver H. Martin and Frank Ad- 
anato so that each resulting lot 
would face only one street. The 
maps were approved by the com- 
mission. 

CHANGE NAME 

A resolution calling for changing 
the name of Menlo avenue to Stan- 
foard avenue between an existing: 
Stanford avenue and Olive street 
was unanimously adopted by the 
board. 

A request for variance in zoning 
to allow use of a building at Cole- 
man avenue and the southern city 
limits for, poultry raising was with- 
drawn by H. L. Kertz when the 
board told him that a rezoning of 
the area to an agricultural-resident- 
ial zone would be necessary. 

A tentative map calling for sub- 
division of the former Hanna cert- 
er, Middle avenue at Arbor road, 
into 10 lots was approved. 

Resubdivision of property at San 
Mateo drive and Santa Cruz ave- 
nue into four separate lots was also 
approved. The property is a part of 
the former Pierce tract.

Realtors Adopt = 
Rule Limiting 
Signs on Property 


A resolution prohibiting more 
than one sign on each piece of prop- 
erty was adopted Tuesday by the 
Menlo Park-Atherton Board of 
Realtors, President David Ingram 
Jr. announced. 

Ingram said the _ resolution 
amending the board’s bylaws was 
adopted unanimously and carries a 
penalty provision calling for a fine, 
suspension or revocation of mem- 
bership. The requiréinent is effect- 
ive Aug. 1. 

No more than one “for sale” or 
“for rent” or other sign may be 
placed on any property and written 
consent by the owner on a form to 
be prescribed by the board is nec- 
essary, Ingram said. 

Ingram said the action was taken 
because the board expects the city 
council to limit signs and the real- 
tors would regulate their own ac- 
tivities in preference to regulation 
by ordinance. 

Ingram said notice of the action 
would be sent all other boards along 
with a request that  out-of-city 
realtors having listings here abide 
by the resolution. 

He said the interim to Aug. 1 
would be used to make changes in 
present signings and to acquaint 
all operators with the requirements.

It was a real 
thrill to see the school that Menlo 
Park has needed for so long act- 
ually becoming a reality. 
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THE SCHOOL ELECTIONS 


Perhaps overshadowed by the all-out campaigns for the 
June 6 state primary election have been the preliminaries to 
balloting tomorrow, May 19, for trusteeships in the Sequoia 
Union high school district and the Menlo Park, Ravenswood 
and Las Lomitas elementary school districts. 

No election is more important than a school election, even 
though qualified electors are subjected to considerably less 
bombardment by candidates’ statements. Therefore, we urge 
a full turnout tomorrow, and offer our views on the candidates 
and issues. 

In contrast to the 1949 election for Sequoia trustees has 
been the pre-election activity leading to tomorrow’s vote for 
the trusteeship open on the Sequoia board. Clifton Wood- 
hams is retiring after long service and two candidates, Har- 
old Sorg and Robert Dell’Ergo, seek the position. Neither has 
made grandiose promises, and each has stated he intends to 
work in behalf of the needs created by a growing high school 
district. The campaign has been dignified and clean. 

The RECORDER indorses the candidacy of Mr. Sorg. We 
are impressed by his background as an engineer and business- 
man, his views on future planning for the growing district, his 
open-minded attitude regarding relations between administra- 
tion and faculty. 

Mr. Sorg entered the race without seeking the backing of 
any incumbent trustee. The fact that he has the volunteered 
support of Mayor Charles P. Burgess of Menlo Park, Sequoia 
board president, carries much weight in our opinion. Our ex- 
perience has been that Mr. Burgess has shown himself to be 
a competent judge of men in public office. We feel, as does 
Mr. Burgess, that placing Mr. Sorg on the Sequoia board will 
be for the advancement of the district's interests by helping to 
avoid factional extremes. 

In the south county elementary school board elections, two 
of three are contested. George Angus of the Menlo Park dist- 
rict board will be unopposed tomorrow. 

In the Ravenswood district, Clarence Hynes, incumbent 
trustee and board president, is opposed by Hugh Powell, a lead- 
er in the Belle Haven Improvement association. Knowing Mr. 
Powell as a civic leader who has shown a keen interest in pub- 
lic affairs, our indorsement nevertheless goes to Mr. Hynes, 
who has served as head of a school board that, in our opinion, 
has functioned remarkably well. 

As a so-called “impoverished district’’ with a limited tax 
base, Ravenswood has carried out successfully a needed build- 
ing program. Relations between board and administration 
have been excellent and we support Mr. Hynes’ stand that he 
wishes to continue his service in order: to see completion of a 
building program in which he has had a vital part. 

In Las Lomitas, the contest is between Wallace O. Jones, 
incumbent trustee and board president, and Albert L. Makle. 

The RECORDER indorses the candidacy of Mr. Jones. We 
see no reason for a change in a district administration that 
has progressed to meet problems created by growth. As board 
president, Mr. Jones has had a part in a realigning of teacher 
salaries in cooperation with a faculty committee. Some of 
this work remains to be carried out, including salary adjust- 
ments based on experience and training. 

Under Mr. Jones’ chairmanship of the board, the superin- 
tendent’s salary has been raised, bus transportation has been 
instituted, playground equipment has been installed and there 
has been renovation of the old building. Mr. Jones, in a 
statement of his aims, points out that Las Lomitas school pop- 
ulation has increased greatly and what was applicable “toa 
sm: ‘er group of children a few years ago will not always apply 
today with so greatly an “increased attendance.”’ 


Tomorrow, Friday the 19th, is the 
annual Sequoia trustee election. In 
addition to the contest for school 
trustee, voters in our end of the 
district will have 12 names and a 
space for a write-in to indicate their 
choice of a title for the new high 
school. 


Last year the contest for trus- 
tee was decided in a very hot 
campaign. I took no stand then, 
feeling that the issues were there 
for the public to determine. While 
I still feel that one trustee should 
not campaign for others for the 
office, many of my friends have 
asked me to express my views on 
this election to guide them in their 
own selection. For their informa- 
tion, I am v°ting for Harold Sorg. 


The campaign this year is for- 
tunately being conducted on a very 
high plane. Both candidates are men 
of high quality and integrity, and 
are running on their individual mer- 
its. I understand the Redwood City 
Tribune has stated that it is sup- 
porting Mr. Sorg’s opponent because 
he lives inside the city limits while 
Mr. Sorg lives outside. That is a 
consideration that has little validity 
in my opinion. 


My vote for Mr. Sorg is a selfish 
one. I have been in a position this 
last year where my vote has been 
the deciding one on many critical 
issues, the pros and cons of which 
have been obscure. The strain of 
my position would be lessened by 
having a man on the board who 
is fair-minded, has good judgment, 
is working sincerely for the best in- 
terests of the school, has an excel- 
lent background of business and ad- 
ministrative experience, and has no 
preconceived prejudices as between 
the administration and faculty at 
Sequoia. My conversations with Mr. 
Sorg and the checks I have made 
on his background lead me to believe 
he is such a man. 


Mr. Sorg is conservative in edu- 
cational and political matters. IF 
feel that he would work with 
Trustee Keith Cole and me in the 
center, avoiding our factional ex- 
tremes, which would then have 
one member on each side. Such a 
set-up I hope and believe would 
gradually break down the frictions 
that have impaired the function- 
ing of what should be one of the 
outstanding high schools in the 
state. And Sequoia is not really 
as poor a school as the publicity 
of the last two years might lead 
you to think. 


The names for our new high 
school were those suggested by var- 
ious interested parties in our area. 
My vote is going to Menlo-Ather- 
ton, because I believe a geographical 
description will mean something 
when our athletic teams, bands, de- 
bating teams, etc., are away from 
home. Were I less of a patriot I 
would vote for Merrill, for Charles 
Merrill, president of the Sequoia 
poard for many years, was responsi- 
ble for getting our school as soon 
as we are. 


Other names are chiefly those of 
trees, such as Linden, Roble, etc., to 
fit with the Sequoia theme, and the 
synthetic Marlwood, standing for 
the respective cities and school dis- 
tricts.

INTERCEPTORS 


Menlo Park sanitary district 
trustees were this week studying 
plans for proposed sewer mains, 
shown as dotted lines in the above 
map, to serve as interceptor lines 
for the district’s proposed sewage 
disposal plant and to provide for 
future growth in other parts of 
the district. 


The projected interceptor mains 
and the site of the sewage treat- 
ment plant to which they will ul- 
timately connect are shown in the 
right half of the map. 

The mains will include, on the 
south, a 24-inch interceptor main 
to carry sewage from the Menlo 
Park Veterans hospital which will 
be joined at Modoc avenue and 
Terminal way by the _ present 


Ringwood avenue outfall sewer. 
At that point the line will be en- 
larged to 30 inches to carry the 
flow to the raw sewage pumping 
plant, also shown above. 

The outfall to be built along 
Marsh road will be 24 inches in 
diameter for its entire length. 

From the pumping plant a 24- 
inch main will carry sewage to the 
treatment plant. 

Total length of the interceptor 
lines has been given as 14,969 feet. 

The pumping plant is to include 
four pumps including one of a 
650 gallon-per-minute capacity, 
one of 1400 gallons-per-minute 
capacity and a larger pump of 
3000 gallons-per-minute capacity. 
The fourth pump will be used as 
a “standby”. 


The mains to be built in the 
western half of the district, shown 
in the left half of the map, will 
be more than 13,000 feet in length. 
They will include approximately 
6000 feet of 21-inch main extend- 
ing from present sewers along 
Middle avenue to Oakdell and 
Olive avenues, with approximately 
1600 feet of 18-inch main extend- 
ing from there to Olive and Santa 
Cruz avenues. A 15-inch sewer, 
1600 feet in length, will continue 
from Santa Cruz avenue to Val- 
paraiso avenue. 


The main extending in a west- 
erly direction along Oakdell drive 
and to White Oak avenue and 
Vine street will inlcude approxi- 
mately 3500 feet of 15-inch pipe.

er group of childr-n a few years ago 
will not always apply today with so 
greatly increased an attendance,” 
Jones stated. 

“T feel that a definite method of 
report cards is needed—something 
along the lines set down by the 
county school system. I feel too that 
a curriculum corresponding to the 
county school system and one hav- 
ing its approval should be adopted. 

“Approximately 400 children are 
too great a group with which to ex- 
periment. The group is too large 
to be handled by the same method 
used to impart knowledge to a few. 
I have no quarrel with the method 
as it was first introduced into Las 
Lomiias school, but increased at- 
tendance makes it impracticable to- 
day.” 

Jones said that ‘facts and not 
personalities have guided my think- 
ing in all metters coming before 
the school board.” 

TELLS OF RECORD 

He said that during the three 
years he has held office the board 
has raised the superintendent’s sal- 
ary, has adopted teachers’ recom- 
mendations on salary scales, has in- 
stituted bus s2rvice, installed mod- 
ern playground equipment and par- 
tially renovated the school building. 

Jones also declared that during 
his term, the school administrator 
has had “a free hand to hire teach- 
ers of his own selection and, when 
he deemed it necessary, to replace 
or augment the teaching staff.” 

“No restrictions or interference 
have been placed upon the school 
administration or on the teachers 
in their policies or practices of 
teaching,” he declared.

For the purpose of this Ordinance, 
the following words-and phrases are 
defined and shall be construed as 
hereinafter set out unless it shall be 
apparent from the context that a. 
different meaning is intended. 

“Animal” shall mean any animal, 
poultry, bird, reptile, fish or any 
other dumb creature. 

“Board” shall mean the City 
Council, unless otherwise specific- 
ally designated. 

“Cat” shall mean any cat of either 
sex over the age of six months. 

“Cat Kennel” shall mean any lot, 
building, structure, enclosure, or 
premises, where four or more cats 
are kept. 

“Dog” shall mean any dog of eith- 
er sex over the age of three months. 

“Dog Kennel” shall mean any lot, 
building, structure, enclosure, or 
premises, where three or more dogs 
are kept. 

“Impounded” shall mean having 
been received into the custody of 
the Animal Shelter, or into the cust- 
ody of the Board, or any authorized 
agent or representative thereof. 

“Pet Shop” shall mean any store, 
or department of any store, or any 
place of business, where dogs, cats, 
monkeys, birds, reptiles, or any other 
animals are kept for sale, for hire, 
or sold. 

“Poundmaster” shall mean any 
employee of the Board having cust- 
ody and control of the Animal Shel- 
ter and of animals therein. 

“Unlicensed Dog” shall mean any 
dog for which the license for the 
current year has not been paid or to 
which the tag provided for in this 
Article is not attached. 

“Zoo” shall mean any place where 
a collection of wild animals, or wild 
and domesticated animals, are kept 
for exhibition or for view by the 
public. 

2. ANIMAL SHELTER. 

An Animal Shelter, which shall be 
located at a place to be designated 
from time to time by the Board, is 
hereby authorized and established. 

3. BADGE OF POUNDMASTER. 

A Poundmaster and all Deputy 
Poundmasters appointed by the City 
Manager shall wear while engaged 
in the discharge of their duties, a 
badge plainly designating their of- 
fice, except that when any Police- 
men act as Poundmaster their badge 
as policemen shall be sufficient. 

No person shall resist or interfere 
with the Poundmaster or Deputy 
Poundmasters in the discharge of 
their - official duties. 

4. ENFORCEMENT. 

Upon the issuance of any such 
badge, the recipient thereof shall 
be duly sworn in as a special police 
officer of the City and is hereby 
charged with the duty of enforcing 
this Ordinance and all ordinances 
of the City and the penal laws of 
the State relating to the care, treat- 
ment or impounding of dumb ani- 
mals or for the prevention of cruelty 
thereto. Such recipient shall not be 
deemed to be a member of the police 
department of said City. 

5. AUTHORITY TO ENTER 

PREMISES. 

For the purpose of discharging 
the duties imposed by this Ordin- 
ance, the Pound Master and his 
authorized representatives are here- 
by authorized and directed to enter 
upon any premises upon which any 
animal is kept or harbored, and to 
demand the exhibition, by the per- 
son owning or having charge or con- 
trol of such animal, of the animal 
and the license tag for such animal, 
if required to be licensed by this 
ordinance. The Pound Master and 
his authorized representatives are 
hereby authorized and directed to 
enter upon any such premises for 
the purpose of inspecting the same, 
to ascertain if any provisions of this 
ordinance or of any law of the State 
relating to the care, treatment or 
impounding of dumb animals or for 
the prevention of cruelty thereto is 
being violated. 

6. UNINCLOSED PREMISES, 

IMPOUNDING. 

The Poundmaster and his author- 
ized representatives and all police 
officers of this City are hereby giv- 
en the power and authority, and it 
is declared to be their duty, to go 
upon uninclosed lots or lands for 
the purpose of taking up and im- 
pounding any animal found running 
at large thereon or staked, herded, 
or grazed thereon, contrary to the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

7. IMPOUNDING, DUTY OF 

POLICE. 

It shall be the duty of the Pound- 
master or his authorized represent- 
atives to take up and impound in the 
Animal Shelter ,and it shall be the 
duty of members of the Police De- 
partment on duty during the hours 
when the Animal Shelter is open, 
to take up and immediately deliver 
to the Poundmaster those animals 
which are authorized and directed 
to be taken up and impounded by 
this Ordinance or which are found 
or kept contrary to the provisions 
of this ordinance. 

8. ANIMALS AT LARGE. 

No person owning or having po- 
session, charge, custody or control 
of any animal, except cats or licens- 
ed dogs, shall cause, permit or allow 
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any dog shall -keep such a dog ex- 
clusively upon his own premises; 
provided, however, that such dog 
may be off such premises if it be 
under the control of a person or 
restrained by a substantial chain or 


leash not exceeding six feet in 
length. 
9. ANIMALS ON UNINCLOSED 
PREMISES. . 


No person shall stake out, herd or 
graze any animal, except cats or 
licensed dogs, upon any uninclosed 
lot or land in any manner so that 
said animal may be or go beyond 
the boundary of such lot or land. 


No person shall stake or tie or leave 
staked or tied, within 100 feet of an 
inhabited residence ,any horse, cow 
or goat in an open lot, without the 
written consent of the occupant of 
such residence. 

10. HERDING. 

No sheep, cattle, horses or other 
stock shall be herded or corraled 
within the City within five hundred 
feet of any residence, except in the 
Agricultural Zone. 

11. ANIMALS KEPT IN EN- 

CLOSURES, ETC. 

All horses, cows and goats within 
the City. when not in use, shall be 
kept inside of enclosures at night. 

12. TYING HORSES TO TREES. 

No person shall tie any animal 
to any shrub or tree growing upon 
or along any of the sidewalks or 
streets of the City. 

13. DOGS, ANIMALS —NUIS5- 
ANCES ON SIDEWALKS, 
ETC., TO BE PREVENTED 
BY OWNERS. 

It shall be unlawful for the owner 
or person having custody of any dog 
or other animal to permit, either 
wilfully or through failure to exer- 
cise due care or control, any such 
dog or animal to commit any nuis- 
ance upon the sidewalk of any pub- 
lic street; or upon the floor of any 
common hall in any apartment 
house, tenement house, hotel or oth- 
er multiple dwelling; or upon any 
entranceway, stairway or wall im- 
mediately abutting on a public side- 
walk, or upon the floor of any thea- 
tre, shop, store, office-building, or 
other building used in common by 
the public; or upon the floor or 
stairway of any depot or station or 
public waiting room; or upon any 
floor, stairway, entranceway, office 
lobby, foyer or patio used in com- 
mon by the public. 

14. PERMITTING ANIMALS TO 

GO WITHOUT CARE—DUTY 
TO ENTER AND REMOVE 
SAME. 

(a) Whenever animals are kept 
within any building or on any prem- 
ises without food, water or proper 
care and attention, it shall be the 
duty of the Poundmaster or auth- 
orized representatives to enter said 
building or premises to take possess- 
ion of and remove said animals so 
abandoned or neglected. 

(b) Every person maintaining a 
Pet Shop shall cause a notice, fram- 
ed and enclosed under glass, con- 
taining the names, addresses and 
telephone numbers of persons to be 
notified during any hour of the day 
or night who will proceed immedi- 
ately to the location so as to permit 
entry to the premises by representa- 
tives of the Poundmaster, to be 
posted on the premises near the en- 
trance, said notice to be in such a 
position as to be legible from the 
sidewalk or ground level adjacent 
to the building. 

15. ANIMALS, 
SALE. 

(a) The Poundmaster shall hold 
any stray animal including any 
horse, mule, burro, cattle, goat, sheep 
and other live stock, except dogs. 
eats, rabbits, birds, poultry, or any 
other miscellaneous stray animals, 
impounded under the provisions of 
this Ordinance for a period of three 
(3) days during which time the own- 
er of such anima!, if known, shall 
be notified by mail, after which time 
said animal may be sold by the 
Poundmaster as follows: Notice of 
the time and place of sale and con- 
taining a description of the animal 
to be sold must be posted for three 
(3) days on the bulletin board at the 
Animal Shelter. 

(b) In the case of dogs, the 
Poundmaster shall hold such dogs 
for a period of one (1) day after the 
impounding of said animal. during 
which time the owner of said ani- 
mal, if known, shall be notified by 
mail, after which time said animal 
may be sold by the Poundmaster in 
the same manner as required in this 
Ordinance for the sale of other ani- 
mals except that notice of sale need 
be posted only two (2) days in the 
place mentioned in this section. At 
the time specified in said notice, or 
at any postponement thereof, the 
Poundmaster shal! sell for cash all 
animals so advertised, and out of 
the proceeds of the sale thereof shgli 
pay its proper fees and charges and 
all reasonable and proper demands 
made under the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

(c) Cats, rabbits, birds, poultry, 
and other animals not hereinbefore 
mentioned shall be disposed of as 
in the case of dogs. 

(d) If any animal is not redeemed

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or sold, the Poundmaster may con- 
tinue to hold said animal for sub- 
Sequent sale in accordance with the 
terms as hereinbefore set forth, or 
order the destruction of said animal. 

(e) Any balance from the pro- 


ceeds of a sale of any animal re- 
maining after the payment of such 


fees, charges and demands, shall be 


paid into the City Treasury for the 
use of the owner of such animal 
if claimed within six months there- 
after; if not, the same shall be turn- 
ed into the general fund of the City 
Treasury. 

16. ANIMALS TRESPASSING 

ON PRIVATE PROPERTY. 

Any animal or fowl found tres- 
passing upon any public school 
grounds or private property in the 
City may be taken up by any person 
and committed to the Poundmaster; 
the fee for impounding said animal 
or fowl in the local Animal Shelter, 
to be paid by the owner, shall be 
$2.00; if the said animal or fowl 
is kept more than one day the regu- 
lar boarding fee shall be charged, 
in addition to the impounding fee; 
and it shall be unlawful for the own- 
er or keeper after receiving written 
notice that an animal or fowl is 
trespassing upon any public school 
grounds or private property to al-| 
low said animal or fowl to continue 
to trespass. 

17. ANIMAL SHELTER FEES. 

The Poundmaster shall be entitled 
to charge and receive from the 
owner, for services in impounding 
animals, the following rates: 

1. For every horse, colt, mule, 
bull, or cow, the sum of $3.00 and 
also $1.00 per day or fraction of a 
day for keeping each of said ani- 
mals; 

2. For every jack, jenny, calf, 
sheep, lamb, goat, or hog impounded, 
the sum of $1.00 per day or fraction 
of a day for keeping each of said 
animals; 

3. For posting notice of animals 
impounded other than the notice 
posted at the Animal Shelter, the 
sum of $1.00 for each notice; 

4. For conducting sales, the sum 
of $1.00 for each animal sold; 

5. For impounding any  unli- 
censed dog, the sum of $2.00; 

6. For impounding any licensed 
but untagged dog, the sum of .50c; 

1. For feeding dogs, at the rate 
of 50c per day each; 

8. For feeding, caring for, rab- 
bits, poultry, birds, or qther animals 
not specified or set out in this sec- 
tion, the reasonable cost of feeding 
and caring for same, to be paid by 
the owner. 

All of said sums shall be deposited 
with the License Collector to be 
placed to the credit of the Animal 
Shelter. 

18. RECLAIMING ANIMALS. 

Any animal may be reclaimed by 
the owner or person entitled to its 
control before the sale or other dis- 
position thereof, by paying all fees 
and charges that have been incurred 
or have accrued up to the time of 
reclamation, and any such animal 
may be reclaimed after having been 
taken up by the Poundmaster and 
before it has been placed in the Ani- 
mal Shelter by paying the same fee 
that the said Poundmaster would be 
entitled to if the animal were actu- 
ally impounded. 

19. RECORDS OF IMPOUNDED 

ANIMALS. 

The Poundmaster shall keep a 
record of each animal impounded 
by him, the date of receipt of such 
animal, the date and manner of its 
disposal, and if redeemed, reclaim- 
ed, or sold, the name of the person 
by whom redeemed, reclaimed, or 
purchased, the address of such per- 
son, and the amounts of all fees re- 
ceived or collected for or because 
of the impounding, reclaiming, or 
purchasing thereof, together with 
the number of any tag and the date 
of any license exhibited or issued 
upon the redemption or sale of any 
such animal. 

20. LICENSE AND METALLIC 

PLATE. 

No person shall keep any dog that 
is over the age of three months, 
or cause any dog that is over the 
age of three months, to be kept 
within the City for more than ten 
days, unless the dog is validly li- 
censed as provided by this Ordin- 
ance and unless the dog has around 
its neck a collar to which is attach- 
ed a metallic plate or tag as pro- 
vided by this ordinance. 

2! UNLAWFUL TO RUN AT 

LARGE. 

No person intending to have any 
dog within the City for a period of 
less than ten days shall allow such 
dog to run at large. 

22. LICENSE FEBS. 

Application for all dog licenses 
shall be made to the License Collect- 
or who shall issue said license upon 
application therefor and the pay- 
ment of a license fee of $3.00 for 
every female dog and of $2.00 for 
every male and neuter dog; provided 
that a veterinary’s certificate to 
the effect that a dog is a neuter dog 
must be presented with the applica- 
tion for all licenses for neuter dogs. 
No license shall be issued to any 
dog the license for which has been 
revoked as herein provided. All such 
license fees shall be payable in ad- 
vance and when collected shall be 
paid into the general fund of the 
City. 

Any person who fails to comply 
with the provisions of this section 
within ten days after service upon 
them of a written notice that dog 
license fees are due, shall pay a pen- 
alty of $2.00 in addition to the pay- 
ment of the license fees herein re- 
quired. 

23. DOG LICENSES. 

All dog licenses shall be numbered, 
Shall be signed by the License Col- 
lector, shall be in such form as shall 
be provided by the City, and shall 
expire on the 30th day of June after 
their issuance. 
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24. DOG TAGS. 

The License Collector shall pro- 
cure, at the expense of the City, 
metallic plates or tags, one of which 
shall be given with each dog license. 
Such plates or tags shall have in- 
scribed thereon the number of the 
license with which it is given and 
the year for which it is issued. The 
License Collector shall keep a record 
of all licenses issued, a general des- 
cription of each dog for which a 
license is issued, and the name and 
address of the owner or possessor of 
each dog for which a license is is- 
sued. 


25. DOGS TO BE IMPOUNDED. 

Every dog not wearing a collar to 
which is attached a valid plate or 
tag provided under this Ordinance, 
found or being within the City shall 
be taken by the Poundmaster and 
impounded in the Animal Shelter, 
where it may be redeemed by the 
owner or person theretofore entitled 
to its possession, within three days 
thereafter, on payment to the City 
of all accrued charges and costs. If 
not redeemed, such dog shall be 
destroyed by the Poundmaster; pro- 
vided, however, that the Poundmas- 
ter is authorized to keep valuable 
dogs and sell them ,and his receipt 
for the sale thereof shall be a valid 
title to the purchaser. Provided, 
that any dog which has been with- 
in the City for less than two days 
and which is led by a cord, chain 
or other thing, or confined in a ve- 
hicle, shall not be taken by the 
Poundmaster or impounded in the 
Animal Shelter. 

26. DUPLICATE TAGS. 

Whenever any plate or tag as pro- 
vided herein is lost or stolen, the. 
License Collector may issue a dup- 
licate upon application therefor and 
upon the payment of 50c and the 
filing of an affidavit by the owner 
or possessor of said dog to the ef- 
fect that such tag or plate was lost 
or stolen. 

27. LICENSE TAX TO BE PAID 

UPON REDEMPTION. 

If a license tax has not been paid 
for the then current year for any 
impounded dog, the party redeem- 
ing must, before redemption, pay 
such license tax; provided, that in 
case of loss of tag, a duplicate of 
the same may be obtained from the 
License Collector as provided in 
this Ordinance and, on presenting 
said duplicate tag, the owner of said 
impounded dog shall be entitled to 
the possession of the same on pay- 


ment to the City of the sum of 50c 
and costs. Whenever a dog is re- 
deemed, the party redeeming must 
give the Poundmaster a receipt for 
the same. 

The Poundmaster must give to 
any person redeeming a dog a re- 
ceipt for the redemption money. 

28. FEMALE DOGS. 

A female dog in heat running at 
large upon the public streets is here- 
by declared a public nuisance, and 
the Poundmaster is hereby directed 
to abate all such nuisances as soon 
as reported by impounding such dog 
if she can be caught or shooting 
the same if she evades capture. This 
Shall apply to all female dogs 
whether licensed or not. 

29. NUMBER OF FEMALE DOGS 
TO BE KEPT AT ANY ONE 
PLACE. 

It shall be unlawful for any per- 


son other than a duly licensed vet- 


erinarian or dog kennel operator to 
keep or maintain more than one 
female dog at any one place within 
the City. 

30. TRANSFER OF OWNER- 

SHIP, NOTICE REQUIRED. 

Each owner or operator of any dog 
kennel, dog hospital or pet shop, 
and any person engaged in the bus- 
iness of breeding dogs or as a vet- 
erinarian who sells, gives away or in 
any manner causes the ownership or 
permanent possession of any dog, 
whether over three months of age 
or not, to be transferred to any per- 
son, shall notify in writing the 
Poundmaster of that fact within 
five days after the date of such sale 
or transfer. Such notice shall state 
the kind of dog, the name of such 
dog, if any, and the person to whom 
such dog has been sold or transfer- 
red. 

31. KEEPING OF DISEASED OR 

CRIPPLED ANIMALS. 

No person shall have, keep, or 
harbor any animal which is known 
or believed by him to be infected 
with any dangerous, or communi- 
cable disease, or which is in an in- 
curable crippled condition, or which 
is afflicted with any painful disease 
which is believed by such person to 
be incurable, except as in this Ord- 
inance otherwise provided. 

32. DOGS SUSPECTED OF HAV- 

ING RABIES. 

Whenever the owner or person in 
control of any dog is informed that 
such dog has bitten a human being, 
he shall so inform the Police De- 
partment and shall immediately 
confine and promptly deliver such 
dog to the Animal Shelter. When- 
ever the Police Department is in- 
formed that such dog has bitten a 
human being and that the owner 
or person in control of such dog has 
failed to deliver the same to the 
Animal Shelter, it shall immediately 
take such dog into custody and de- 
liver it to the Animal Shelter. Any 
dog which has bitten a human be- 
ing and has been confined to the 
Animal Shelter shall be under the 
observation of the Health Depart- 
ment for a period of fourteen days, 
or longer if necessary. If it appears 
that such dog has rabies, the Pound- 
master shall cause the dog to be 
destroyed. If, at the end of such per- 
iod of observation, it appears that 
the dog does not have rabies it shall 
be released upon the payment to the 
Poundmaster of the sum of 50c per 
day for the care of said dog during 
the period of confinement, togeth- 
er with an impounding fee of $2.00; 
provided, however, that if the own- 
er or person in control of said dog 
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immediately delivers the dog to the 
Animal Shelter upon learning that 
it has bitten a human being, no im- 


pounding fee shall be charged. 


The Poundmaster shall have the 
discretion of directing the owner or 
person in control of any dog, under 
the circumstances outlined, in the 


foregoing paragraph of this section, 


to confine said dog on ‘he premises 
of said owner in lieu of delivery of 


such dog to and confinement in the 
Animal Shelter. 


33. PHYSICIANS TO REPORT 


DOG BITE CASES. 

All cases of dog bites treated by 
any physician shall be reported by 
Said physician to the Police Depart- 
ment. 

34. ANIMALS—DISPOSAL OF. 

It shall be the duty of the Pound- 
master, and he is hereby authorized 
and empowered, to order the de- 
struction ot any animal lawfully 
taken into custody, which in the 
opinion of the Poundmaster, is by 
reason of old age, unfit for further 
use, or which is infected with any 
dangerous or communicable disease, 
or which is in an incurable crippled 
condition, or for which there is no 
immediate sale. 

35. REMOVAL OF DEAD ANI- 

MALS. 

It shall be the duty of the Pound- 
master to remove from any street, 
Square, public ground, place, court, 
alley or sidewalk, or from any pri- 
vate property, any animal or fowl 
found dead thereon and the cost 
of removal and subsequent disposal 
of said animal or fowl shall be paid 
by the owner thereof. In case the 
owner of such dead animal or fowl 
is not known, the occupant or own- 
er of the premises on which said an- 
imal or fowl ‘; found shall pay the 
charges for removal. No person shall 
place the body of any dead animal 
or fowl in or upon any public place 
in the City of Menlo Park, or upon 
private property not owned or occu- 
pied by himself. 

36. VICIOUS ANIMALS. 

No person, owning or having cust- 
ody or control of any dog or animal 
known by such person to be vicious 
or dangerous, shall permit it to run 
at large, or permit it to run loose 
on or within the premises of such 
person in such a manner as to en- 
danger the life or limb of any person 
lawfully entering such premises, or 
permit or allow the same to go free 
or unrestrained in, along or upon 
any public street or sidewalk. 

37. VICIOUS ANIMAL DEFINED. 

A “vicious animal’ ’is hereby de- 
fined, for the purpose of this Ord- 
inance, to be an animal with the 
propensity to bite human beings. 
The biting of a human being by an 
animal shall be prima facie evidence 
that such an animal is dangerous. 

38. HEARING FOR ANIMAL. 

The Police Judge is hereby given 
the jurisdiction and the authority, 
and it shall be his duty, upon the 
filing of a verified complaint that 
an animal i8 dangerous or is addict- 
ed to barking or making other noise 
So as to be a nuisance to any per- 
son, to set a hearing to determine 
whether or not such dog is vicious 


or is addicted to barking or making 
other noise to as to be a nuisance 
to any person. Written notice of 
the time and place of the hearing 
Shall be given to the owner or pos- 
sessor of the animal complained of 
at least five days prior to the hear- 
ing. The Police Judge shall have the 
power to summon witnesses, admin- 
ister oaths, and take testimony as 
in other cases provided. The hear- 
ing shall be conducted before the 
Police Judge, and there shall be no 
right to a jury trial. Upon the con- 
clusion of such hearing, the Police 
Judge shall find whether or not the 
animal complained of is dangerous 
or addicted to barking or making 
other noise so as to be a nuisance to 
any person. Upon finding that such 
animal is dangerous or addicted to 
barking or making other noise so as 
to be a niusance to any person, the 
Judge shall order the license of such 
animal revoked, and thereafter no 
person shall keep such animal with- 
in the City. 

39. WILD ANIMAlW3—KEEPING 

—PERMIT. 

No person shall have, keep or 
maintain, or have in possession or 
control, any dangerous or carniv- 
orous wild animal or reptile without 
first applying to and receiving from 
the Board a permit to do so. 

40. WILD ANIMALS—POWER 

OF BOARD OVER. 

The Board is hereby invested with 
the authority to issue permits for 
the keeping or maintaining of any 
of the animals described in the pre- 
ceding section to any person when, 
in the opinion of the Board any 
such animal may be kept or main- 
tained without menacing the safety 
of any person or property; pro- 
vided, however, that the Board may 
require any such animal to be prop- 
erly caged or tethered, and may 
make additional rules and regula- 
tions regulating the keeping or 
maintaining of any such animals, 
and may revoke any such permit 
for thre violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance or of any 
of the rules and regulations of the 
City of Menlo Park, or when, in the 
opinion of said Board, the safety 
of any person or property is men- 
aced by the keeping of any such 
animals. 

41. ANIMALS, SALE OF—AS 

NOVELTIES—ON STREETS. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any 
person to display, sell, offer for sale, 
barter or give away, upon any street 
or sidewalk, or other public place 
in the City of Menlo Park, any rab- 
bits, baby chicks, duckling or other 
fowl, as pets or novelties, whether 
or not dyed, colored or otherwise 
artificially treated. 

(b) No person shall sell, offer for 
sale, barter or display any rabbits, 
baby chicks, ducklings or other fowl 
which have been dyed colored or 
otherwise treated so as to impart 
to them an artificial color. 

(c) No person shall sell, offer for 
sale, barter or give away any rabbits,

dog, fowl, guinea pig, rodent or other 
animal.

settlers of the area. 


had many drawbacks; the present 
inhabitants of California would con- 
sider it a somewhat meager life. 

There were no schools, no news- 
papers, no theaters, no postoffices— 
in short, contact with life outside 
the rancho was lacking. 

The adobe houses were, in the be- 
ginning, crude, and poorly furnish- 
ed. These conditions were alleviat- 
ed after the 1830’s. 

Rancho life, however, had the ad- 
vantages of being free of many of 
the drawbacks of modern civiliza- 
tion. The outdoor type of life, the 
simple diet, and the cultural and 
religious heritage combined to pro- 
duce a people which was happy, 
healthy and sincere. 

In the absence of specific infor- 
mation to the contrary, we shall as- 
sume that, with modifications, life 
on Rancho de las Pulgas followed 
the pattern. 

The ranch house was considered 
an important El Camino Real stop- 
ping place on the journey from Mis- 
sion Dolores to Mission Santa Clara.

their holdings is uncertain; how 
ever, an adobe building standing 
near where the Allied Arts Guild is 
now located was mentioned by trav 
ellers in the early 1840’s. 


Another building located nea 
where Ringwood road is now, wag 
also reported at an early date. 

Don Luis Arguello himself died 
in 1830, leaving the rancho to hig 
wife and children and specifying 
how it should be divided among 
them. 

The heirs continued to operate 
the rancho for a number of years; 
in 1838 the rich, rolling grasslands 
supported 4000 cattle and 2000 
horses. 

A stop at the ranch during the 
1830’s was described by Captain Al 
fred Robinson: 

“El Rancho de las Pulgas was 
the next place of importance in ou 
route and is situated a little re 
tired from the road at the foot of a 
small rising ground. It is the prop-' 
erty of Donna Soledad Ortega, wid- 
ow of Don Luis Arguello, former 
governor of California. I found he 
a very beautiful woman, and the

A—Cut a piece of cardboard the 
shape of the necktie, slip it inside 
the tie, cover with a cloth, and press.

Q—How can I keep silver from 
tarnishing?

A little 
camphor gum should always be kept

Moth-Proof the Home 
During Change of Seasons 

Battling moths is a year-around 
job, but most of the work comes 
during a change of seasons when 
you are bringing out last season’s 
clothes and storing away winter 
garments. Since wool is so easily 
affected by moths, great care must 
be taken with winter clothes to pre- 
vent their becoming infested. 

Cleanliness is the best weapon 
you have. For garments and arti- 
cles of clothing which can be laun- 
dered, do the moth-proofing at 
home with a thorough washing. Let 
the garments dry in the sun for 
several hours. 

For garments which cannot be 
cleaned by laundering, use a pro- 
fessional service which usually in- 
cludes a moth-proofing treatment 
for the asking. Store and seal in 
clean bags, making certain the seal 
is air tight. 

If you are using a closet in attic 
or cellar for storage, wash the 
walls, ceiling and floors of the 
closet with soap and water, if Pos- 
sible. Spray with liquid moth spray 
and store away the cleaned gar- 
ments. Close tightly. 

When garments’ cannot be 
cleaned, at least have their spots 
removed at home, since these are 
the points which are most vulner- 
able. Let garments air in the sun 
for several hours before storing. 
Make Yourself Comfortable 
During Housecleaning 

Hard work is accomplished-much 
more easily if you are comfortably 
dressed for it. Slacks or shorts are 
a.good costume for housecleaning 
since they permit ease of move- 
ment. If you prefer a dress, have 
it large enough with plenty of room 
at the sleeves and skirt.
